They somehow associate 
the decision with a hostility to 
the efforts of peace organisa- 
ions the world over. That kind 
of argument has been heard fre- 
‘quently of late, To-morrow Lord 
Marley, according to. informa- 
tion available, is to broadcast a 
speech in which no doubt he 
will again emphasise the im- 
propriety of shutting the door on 
his much-harassed enterprise. 
He will deliver himself perhay 
of admirable sentiments in con 
demnation of War, deny a 
‘communist predilections on hi 
own part but, if his previous 
Pronouncement be any guide, 
give the impression that his 
ultimate conversion to Com- 
munism may easily be an event 
‘of the not so very distant future. 
The trouble about all this 
Pleasant drawing-room — sans- 
‘culottism lies really in the fact 
that the word “Communism” 
means two different things 
according to the environment of 
the ‘speaker. It may be a 
philosophic theory to be debated 
in common rooms or intellectual 
lecture halls. It may be a pol 
cal creed wherefrom ti 
inspiration of a revolution, 
subversive, devastating and 
inconoclastic, may be derived. 
in China little is heard 
sophie variety except 
ionally in those admirable 
where young brains 
stretch themselves by daring 
adventures into the improper or 
the unorthodox. This is because 
the political brand hi 
machinery of subversive revolu- 
tionary activities, has by far the 
most ‘prominent’ place in the 
minds of the authorities. Lord

The new Labour member for 
Clay Cross resumes his Parlia- 
mentary duties with no intention 

of relaxing his dogged per 
tence in guiding the destiny of 
the Disarmament Conference of 
which he is the President. ‘The 
[vicissitudes of that Conference 
will be appreciated when it, is 
recalled that Mr. Arthur Honder- 
son was elected President when 
he was still Foreign Secretary. 
A few weeks afterwards, he dis- 
appeared from office and from 
Parliament in the cataclysm 
produced by the downfall of the 
‘second Labour Government and 
the formation of the National 
Cabinet. Objection was raised 
to his retention of his Presidency 
but promptly overruled. What- 
‘ever may have been the causes 
of the Disarmament — Con- 
ference’s failure to achieve con- 
crete results, it will be generally 
agreed that they do not include 
any lapse or Joss of authority in 
the Presidential chair. In the 
light of world-events since 1931 
it may be admitted that unreal- 
ity has afflicted discussion of 
‘this vital issue. Enthusiasm for 
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disarmament has been damned 
by portents the significance of 
which none but the wilfully 
blind can ignore. Interminable 
discussions of technical que: 
tions have also tended to di 
leredit the Conference. The plain 
retort to them seems inevitable. 
In time of War no agreement to 
abolish submarines, bombing 
aircraft, gas attacks is likely to 
last. This has been proved by 
experience. It certainly would 
find ready justification in allay- 
ing uneasy consciences, as for 
example in the proposed aboli- 
tion of submarine action against 
civilian vessels which leaves a 
country free—under present 
conditions—to use aerial tor- 
pedoes for the purpose named. 

lore satisfactory is the progress: 
made with the discussion of the 
Security proposals of the British 
Plan submitted to the Con- 
ference on March 16, ‘Tentative 
support has been forthcoming 
from many quarters, including 
notably the United’ States of 
America, If the Conference can 
fachieve something on those lines 
it will at least have saved itself 
from the stigma of complete 
failure.

‘The 
more vigorous, less inhibited 
sense of the tonic virtues of 
forceful endeayour comes again 
into its own, With it all, there 
is still a vehement protest 
fagainst the fatalism which 
claims that the only solution of 
international difficulties must 
eventually lie in another war 
wherein, admittedly, the holo- 
gaust of the nations will fear- 
fully eclipse the sacrifice of 
over ten million lives made in 
1914-18. Side by side with the 
demand for national security is 
the firm contention that “the 
Governments of the world should 
be equal to the task of inter- 
preting the deep-set feeling of 
those for whom they stand. The 
passing ebullitions of certain 
nations—the outcome of di 
illusionment—may seem to imply 
dissent. In reality the same 
mandate is given; only the man- 
ner of its execution for the time 
being is awry. 

Sir John Simon is reported to 
be heading the British delega 
m to the Disarmament Con- 
ference at, its resumption on 
October 16 ‘This decision in- 
dicates not merely that the For- 
eign Secretary has fully recover- 
ed his health but, unmistakably 
that the British Government re~ 
mains staunch in support of the 
League and the Disarmament on- 
terprise, despite the failures and 
disappointments of the recent 
past. President Roosevelt, in his 
message to the Heads of ‘States 
last May, urged the completion 
of a pact of non-aggression as 
well as acceptance of the British 
Disarmament plan.

On the morning of August 23 1] 
bad an opportunity to see something 
e destruction wrought by. th 
flood in the section between ‘Wen- 
Tsien city and the river. Here 
whole area consisting of about two! 
hhundred villages in Wenhsien, and 
another hundred villages. in’ the 
neighbouring country of Wuchih to 
the ‘east, was completely inundated. 
he water rose a0 rapidly that 
people were unable to flee, 
Brobably over seven hundred were 
rey'these eh a ages 
in these three hundred vill 
ali buildings except a very few 
brick and stone houses were des- 
troyed by the flood, and’ in some 
Jeases farm implements, beams and 
Jother valuable ‘property which wil 
float, was swept away. "In every 
area where buildings fell, the people 
lost practically everything—grain, 
gothing and alt other personal be: 
longings and in a good many cas 
most of dheir animals: 
At the time of my visit sonie| 
people had ‘made shelters in “the 
out of ‘salvaged boards 
other material, others. were tesing 
to live among the wreckage of thelr

‘Travelling in the Rain 


On August 24 I had hoped to be 
lable to. push on east past the 
[Peking-Hankow railway "and into] 
Yuan Wu, Yang Wu and Yen Chin 
lcounties. "Before dawn, however, 
rain set in, getting heavier as time 
jwent on. in this part of the coun-| 
try the stickiness of the mud, quite 
japart from the conditions of. the| 
roads in the rain, makes it quite 
jimpossible to ride ‘a bicycle. After 
breakfast it was possible to get| 
started in a cart for Siuwuhsien, on| 
lthe “Tao-Ching Railway, to the 
Inorth-east of Wuchih some’ ten miles. 
By the time we arrived at Siuwu| 
the rain had stopped, and the trai 
had left but it was possible to ride] 
jmy bicycle along the gravel path 
jbeside the track to Hsinhsianj 

, where T could reach Weihwei 
lon the Peking-Hankow express. 
Here it was possible to enjoy the| 
luxury of a sleep in a foreign bed,| 
iso, to ascertain by telephone that} 
in the three counties to the south 
land south-west of Weibwei flood’ 
lconditions were not serious. 

On August 25 1 was ‘able to 
lreach the border of the flooded area 
in Fengeniuhsien, after a journey’ 
lover terrible roads. But it is hard-_ 
ly seemly to refer to the discomforts, 
lot the journey when one thinks of| 
the terrible suffering of the flood 
ims. In Fengehiu again, in the 
jextreme south-east of North Honan, 
T witnessed the most appalling con- 
lone: A section of, Fengehiu 
consisting of about sixty villages.

This is a poor section of country,

which T heard were in this section, 
n'a walled town called Huangling- 
chi, T was able to visit a village 
Wwithin half a. mile of this town, 
but could not get nearer as no boat 
jwas available, and. also because.

Severe Crop Destruction 
‘The result of the survey is some- 
what” a3 follows, Severe, flood 
Salon Wadhite Fengehia aod. Hu 
fen, Wachih, Fengehiu and Hu 
Ihsien’ ‘The worst single area in 
North Honan is Huahsien, where 
fat least. 300 villages have “been 
destroyed and searesly a building i 
standing. “In this county about 
seventy" per ‘cent, of the land. has 
ileen under water,” and the crop| 
destruction. has been very severe. 
in North Honan as a. whole pro- 
bably some seven to eight hundred 
villages have been. 20. badly inund- 
fated ‘that only the best Duile houses| 
azo standing. "In these, areas the 
people have lost everything —their 
‘wheat, which “was stored in the| 
Houses, und aso’ clothing and other 
te eeeeiceat te an eating the 
autumn erop. 

‘Apart from these areas, a section 
probably twice as large’ has been 
Rooded suifiiently. to destroy, the| 
fautumnn erop.
